Anniversary of Joss's Memorable No-Hit Game 

Nine years ago today one of the most memorable no-hit games in 
the history of the American league was played in Cleveland between 
the Naps and the Chicago White Sox. Both teams were fighting 
for the lead, with the finish of the campaign but a short time dis- 
tant, and players and fans wore their fighting clothes. Addie Joss 
went to the siab for Cleveland, while Ed Walsh pitched for Chicago. 
It is unlikely that such pitching will ever be seen again in a single 
contest.- Joss did not permit a single Chicago player to reach first 
base. Walsh fanned fifteen Naps in eight innings: The game was 
won by Cleveland, 1 to 0, Joe Birmingham scoring the only run made 
during that most remarkable of diamond contests, Cleveland made 
but four hits off Walsh, and Birmingham got two of them. Walsh 
had pitched a game that, $99 times out of a thousand, would have 
won easily for his team, and defeat under such circumstances was 
unusually bitter. Walsh's elusive spitters were always easy for 
Joe Birmingham, although hardly any other player in the league 
could solve them, and on many other occasions after that Joe won 
games for Cleveland when Walsh was pitching. The record for 
no-hit games in the American league began a little over fifteen 
years ago, when Callahan, pitching for Chieago, let down Detroit 
without a hit on September 20, 1902. The following year was bare 
of no-hit games for the new major league, but in 1904 two Boston 
twirlers, Cy Young and Tannehill, attained a niche in the baseball 
hall of fame In 1905 three American league pitchers were in the 
honor fist—Dineen of Boston, Henley of Philadelphia, and Smith of 
Chicago. The year 1908 was memorable for no hit contests tn the 
American league, the twirlers being Cy Young of Boston, Rhoades 
of Cleveland, Smith of Chicago and Joss of Clevelana.

(By Bulletin Staff Reporter) 
Wetaskiwin, Sept, i¥.—-1t ie not 
often that a school proposition ie made 
@ fair, and that a whole day is spent 
in connection with such an affair. 
Such was the case at Wetaskiwin, 
where al! of aSturday, the 29th Sept. 
was given over to a Schoo! Fatr and 
Sports. At 10 a.m. the fair opened, 
and from that on until nearly dusk the 
merry laugh and chatter of the happy 
children were heard in ail directions. 

The fair was held on the exhibition 
fsTounds, and was an unqualified suc- 
cess al around. It was the outcome of 
work undertaken by M. 0. Nelson, 
M.A.,, the in or of the schools for 
the Wetaskiw: in district, and the sports 
wae in charge of A. C. Crosby, M. A., 
principal of the Wetaskiwin schools. 
In connection with the fair the people 
of the district aided, and the judging 
was done largely by local friends, and 
they all spoke highly of the exhibits 
coming under their notice. 

Among tiie many judges at the fair 
it was ory to find Mra. G. F, 
Root, who can be called the mother of 
such fairs, for at Waterglen she took 
hold of one and carried it through. 
This was in 1915 and the schola were 
Fair, Asker, Climax, Calumet and 
Rose Briar. Miss Ringwall wae the 
teacher of the school in which the fair 
was held. At the 1916 fair Mra, Root's 
eyes were large with delight, but they 
fairly stood out with amazement at 
the advance shown by Saturday's ex- 
hibition, She was delighte., feeling 
that in euch a gathering is the future 
good of the country, 

Big Vegetable Display. 

The vegetable display was marvel- 
lous, and in nearly every instance ¢x- 
cellent in quality. It took the judges 
well on to evening to finish the work. 
The summing up of the judges was 
“Splendid, splendig.” The collections 
were large in quantity and the size of 
some of the roots was great. They 
were shown largely on the ground 
floor of the tent hall, so crowded was 
it, and were thus at disadvantage, as 
they could not be seen satisfactorily. 

The first half of the prize list in 
the household arts was devaged to 
crochet, sewing, knitting, etc., exhibits, 
and the competition keen in most in- 
stances. Then came the cooking, tak- 
ing in bread, cakes, pies and biscuits. 
To say that these were creditable is 
correct, but it seems inadequate. One 
wants to say more but hardly knows 
how. There is one thing that can 
be sald, however, that may help. It 
is that the homes of the future will 
not suffer in the least with such 
cooks. All plain cakes were by chil- 
dren 109 or under and the fancy by 
those over that age. 

The furniture or woodwork, reed 
or raffia work, bird houses, and card 
board construction work allowed any 
amount of room for headwork in ort- 
ginality, and the skill shown in near- 
ly all instances was remarkable. 

Collective work carried a varied lot 
of entries, including dolls houses, plas- 
ticene work, paper cutting and fold- 
ing, cardboard work and so on. 

Plasticene Work. 

The word collective applied to the 
number taking part and not for col- 
lections of articles. A number could 
join together and make an entry for 
competition. Of plasticene there was 
a very large exhibition. Tho first 
prize represented a farm home, the 
yard being fenced with imitation posts 
and log rails; being well done. The 
animals, buildings, tools, and wind- 
mill were remarkably well made; ahd 
the piggery with the hogs, was much 
admired. The second prize went to 
a collection of fruit, vegetables and 
birds nests in which were eggs. It 
was also good, The third was of vari- 
ous things, reptiles predominating, 
and two bunches of grapes in green 
color were attractive. 

The kindergarten section was great- 
ly admired, as it showed exceedingly 
good work on behalf of the kiddies, 
covering a large number of lines, pen 
and ink work being in evidence. The 
printing on stencil was pretty, and 
the bead threading good. The dolls 
house was especially attractive to the 
youngsters and was an exceedingly 
good piece of work. 

Around the corner from the kinder- 
garten wae one of the best executed 
exhibits in the hall, The part of this 
exhibit that excelled was a room bor- 
der design, which was gotten up in 
a week's time by some of the scholars 
without even a hint from the teachers. 
It showed wonderful grasp of the ori- 
ginal all through. It was by Grade X 
of the Wetaskiwin high school. Across 
the way was another beautiful exhi- 
bit by the Alexandra school. It was 
of interior house designs, 

Writing and Composition Good. 

The writing and composition was 
spoken of very highly. The lettering 
was judged so as to form wording and 
tone, so that the judges had guidance 
in undertaking the work, but they had 
quite a time in deciding the awards. 
The essays were on “Fifty Years of 
Confederation” and “Bird Life in Al- 
berta,’ and were pronounced very good 
indeed, though there were not many 
in the contest. 

Map drawing was also excellent, 
those of Alberta showing that the 
pupils had good grasp of the layout of 
the province. The plane of home 
farms, houses and achool grounds, 
were quite interesting, in some cases 
showing considerable ingenuity. 

In collections by schools as a whole 
there were some fine entries, creat- 
ing considerable interest. They cov- 
ered insects, weeds, grasses and na- 
tural products, 

Miscellancous Denartment. 

The miscellaneous department in- 
cluded a number of articles not men- 
tioned in the other classes, jokes and 
singing being among them. A stanza 
of “O Canada” and the chorus was) 
set down as obligatory 60 be sung and) 
one other piece was at the option of 
The judges in the sing- 
ing were Mrs. H. J. Montgomery and 
Father Wellravens, and they announc- 
ed that the rendering was very satis- 
factory. During the afternoon the) 


| children gathered in one of the build-| 


ings, and Father Wellravens gave a 
short address, letting them know #s to 
how improvement could be made in 
the rendition, and so on. At the close 
he announced the following as the 
winners: 1, No. 7 with 82 per cent; 
No. 8 with 78, and No, 10 with 74. 
The show of stock was of course 
quite limited, as it was all by childfen, 
but the judges pronounced the ani- 
mals entered as “very good,” and com- 


plimented the boys upon the care 
taken as shown in the animals, 
The Wetaskiwin school oxhibits 


were chiefly in the centre of the hall, 
and the rural schools around the Aides. 
The day was bright, giving pleasure 
to the large number in atendance. 
The whole affair was very commend- 
able, and must have been very pleas- 
ing to Mrs. Terry, the instructor in the 
Wetaskiwin schools, who has seen the 
work grow from almost nothing. 

The successful gathering was 
brought to a close by a concert at 
night, when some of the pieces ren- 
dered in the afternoon were again 
sung, and an address was given by 
Mr. A. M. McDonald, general agent 
for Alberta of Neglected Children, 
There wag rendition of other numbers 
and some movie pictures, a goodly 
crowd being in attendance.
